ABANDONMENT .OF THE STEAM- 
“ SHIP “ AMERICA.” 
(N.C. D."News, July 7.) - - 
The M.B, Co.'s ateamer Hiroshima Murn, 
which arrived. last. evening: from “Japan, 
had on board the Captain and -crew of the 
steumship America, which vessel had been 
abandoned at’ sea, while on a passage from 
Tientsin to Kutchinotz, They had been 
taken: off a junk, on which they had been 
well cared for, for eight days, ~ 
Captain ‘Williams, the Master of the 
Am » reports the loss of ‘hia vessel as 
follows :—‘‘ The British steamer America 
left Tentsin at.4.30 am, and Taku Bar 
at 2 pan. on the 25th June, bound for 
Kutchinotz. Experienced fine weather’ 
till of the N.E. Promontory, when -on- 
countered a dense fog, which continued 
more or less till the night of Monday, 
‘the 27th, when it was found necessary fo 
go dead slow -as tho fog was getting so 
dense that it was inupossible to. see half a 
ship’s length ahead, About 7.30 p.m:
